FIVE NEW STEAMESS. 


’ Sicce our last ansual meeting 
your Directors bave given con- 
stant and serious astention to the 
question of acquiring additonal 
steamots forthe fleet. Prices of 
labour and material bava ad- 
vanced so enormously. however, 
that our energies in this direction 
have Had to be confined to im- 
mediate requirements only, and 
further tonnage is necessary to 
enable us to maintain our position 
on the Coast. Contracts have 

been entered into with well-known 
builders at Home for a new and 
up-to-date veasel for our Calcutta 
trade,also two additional steamers 
for the Coast, whilst a new Lawer 
Yaogtsza River steamer is build- 
ing locally and arrangements 
have been made for the construc- 
tion of a river steamer for the 
Ichang-Chongking Line. to assis: 
in the development of the Upper 
Yangteze trade,’ whigh sour 
Directors tegard as one of great 
promise for the future. All these 
steamers. it is boped. will be 
completed and ready for service 
next year. 

It will doubtl-ss be of interest 
to you to know that in order to 
meet the groving needs of 
sbippers from the. Yangtsze, and 
from the North generally, for 
more adequate storage accom- 
modation at Canton, and to avoid 
increasiog deley in the discharge 
of the Companys vessels at the 
latter port, your General Man- 
agets. asafirm, were successfal 
in acquiring 8 very suitable pro- 
perty formerly owned by the 
Hambuzg-Amerika Lino at Can- 
ton situated in s very convenient 
position and consisting of a steel} 
wharf and two large godowns. of 
15,030 tons capacity each. This 
property has beea Ieased to the 
Corspany from 1st January last 
acd bas already resulted in a 
great saving of demurrage. The 
advantages offered to shippers 
and consignees slike were immed- 
jately availed of and are highly 
appreciated, so rouch se that ‘the 
property has already been de- 
veloped by the addition of extra 
godowns, bringing the storage 
capacity wp to 27,000 tons, whilst 
smple room is stil left for further 
extensions if justified ate later 
period,

PENSIONS FOR FLOATING 
STAFF. 


You -will observe that a new {5 


Fund has been established called 
theFloating Staff Pension Fund.” 
Io. this connection, I would ex- 
plain that since the year 1927 as 
the result of arbitration following 
a strike on the part of the floating 
staffs of the China’ Navigation 
Co. and Indo-China Co. in 1916, 
the payment of pensions was 
inaugurated, it being understood 
that whena favourable opport- 
unity arose, the Companies would 
teke the necessary steps tosecute 
the payment of such pensions. 
Owing to abnormal conditions 
brought about by the war, your 
Directors decided to wait until 
such tima gs our stosmers were 
released from Government con- 
trol, and the various services 
re-organised before doing sany- 
thing in this connection. We 
are now able to gusge our 
position with greater sccuracy 
acd in dae course I shall bring 
forward a resolution to set side 
a sum of £100,900 out of this 
year's earnings to provide the 
necessary cucleus of this Fuad. 
Your Directors ate of opinion 
that this sam will be sufficient to 
meet the payments of such 
pensions as fall due onder this 
head for some timexto come, but 
jt. is probable that a- certain 
amount will have to be allocated 
to this s¢count annually. En- 
quiries aro now being made of 
actuaries as to what this amount 
will have to be based on, the ages 
and number of mep employed, so 
that the Company may be in a 
better position to decide what 
yearly provision should be made. 
The establishment. of this Faad 
is, your Directors consider, a 
highly desirable step to take, 
and’one which will doubtless be 
viewed with satisfaction by our 
employees afloat.

The vers sound financial pasi- 
tion the Company feds itself in 
to-day is a matter of congratula- 
ion, in that it enables us to face 
the future with a certain degree 
of confidance in the knowledge

spon. I would be failing in my 
dots, however, were I no: to call 
your attention to the reverse side 
of the picture. 

’ Casual reference to the ar- 
counts might lead one to think 
that we were in an ousssail- 
able position. This, in my 
opinion, is far from being 
the case and i: wilh oaly be 
necesyars for me to aay thst the 
present cost of one new Calcutta 
steamer is almos: 25 much as the 
oviginal paid-up capiial of the 
Company to point this remark. 
The Hite of our deet, as the revult 
of bard usage during the war. 
has been considerably shortened 
and in spite of thorough overhad! 
some of the older vessels will 
hortly have to be sold. Com- 
petition is already very koen—is 
contigpally increasing—and is 
being encountered from sources 
which have hitherto never oper- 
ated tonnage on the China Coast. 
Rates, as I have said before, 
are, im more directions than 
one, already reduced to pre-war 
levels, whereas running expenses 
—especially the cost of stores 
and repairs—have adranced 
enormously, the price of coal 
continues af a very high level} and 


permanent increases have hed tof thet. 


be granted to both our European 
and native staffs te meet the 
higher cost of living’ The 
average person scarcely perhaps 
realises the cost of operating 
tonnage Dowsdays, and whilst 
we are in & better position to 
hold oar own with competitors, 
it is only right to point out that 
the incressed cost of building

An amendment that non-play- 
ing members should pay an en- 
trance fee of $10, instead of §20 
was rejected.
